S.  S.  Cutbacks  Now 
Threaten  Seniors

On  July  1,  1982,  more 
than  7000  high  school  > 
students  in  Massachusetts 
will  be  affected  by  Pre¬ 
sident  Reagan's  Social 
Security  cutbacks.  Prior 
to  a  recently  passed  law, 
students  having  a  decea¬ 
sed,  retired,  or  disabled 
parent  were  entitled  to 
monetary  support  in  col¬ 
lege.  As  of  May  1,  1982, 
any  student  in  this  cate¬ 
gory  must  be  enrolled  as 
a  full-time  student  in 
order  to  qualify  for  the 
^Deliaf*i  to  T 

This  means  that  high 
school  seniors,  while 
completing  their  last 
year  at  school,  would 
also  have  to  go  to  col¬ 
lege  at  the  same  time, 
taking  just  enough  cour¬ 
ses  to  be  considered 
full-time  students. 

Apparently,  the  bene¬ 
fits  are  far  greater 
than  tuition  costs,  and 
some  students  feel  that 
taking  on  the  added  pres¬ 
sures  is  worth  their 
while.  The  majority  of 
Latin  School  students  af¬ 
fected  by  the  new  system 
are  willing  to  comply,  in 
spite  of  the  sacrifices; 
others,  however,  are 
strongly  opposed  to  the 
program  and  feel  that  the 
Government  is  imposing 
upon  their  right  to  at¬ 
tend  college  when  and 
where  they  please. 

Mr.  Contompasis  is  co¬ 
operating  in  modifying 


the  busy  schedules  of 
seniors  presently  at¬ 
tending  college.  Gui¬ 
dance  counselor  Mr.  Med- 
nicoff  says  that  "Cont¬ 
rary  to  the  belief  that 
Latin  School  is  rigid  and 
uncompromising,  the 
school  is  making  every 
effort  to  assist  students 
in  this  category. " 

This  program,  as  it  now 
stands,  will  last  four 
years,  after  which  time 
students  will  no  longer 
qualify  for  this  type  of 
aid  at  all.  Appeals  are 
now  being  filed  in  the 
U.  S.  Legislature .  bu* 
meanwhile  American  stu¬ 
dents  are  making  sacrifi¬ 
ces  which  are  perhaps  un¬ 
necessary.

the  teachers  employed  by 
the  Boston  School  Depart- 
mant.  Starting  with  those 
at  the  bottom  of  the  list, 
teachers  began  to  be  fi¬ 
red  in  April  and  May  of 
last  year.  However,  this 
year  it  was  discovered 
that  the  list  was  inac¬ 
curate,  and  because  of 
this  some  previously  fi¬ 
red  teachers  had  to  be 
rehired  and  others  fired 
to  make  room  for  them.  As 
a  result,  a  new  list  was 
composed,  and  teachers 
received  notices  like 
those  of  Mr.  Boisen,  Mr. 
Brown,  and  Mr.  Siagel.  A 
hearing  date  was  set  for 
February  12  to  decide 
whether  the  School  Com¬ 
mittee  would  indeed  ter¬ 
minate  the  teachers*  jobs 

Action  was  quickly  ta¬ 
ken  by  BLS  students, 
their  parents,  the  facul¬ 
ty,  and  other  concerned 
groups  and  individuals. 
William  Chan  of  class  III 
organized  a  petition  of 
over  1500  signatures 
which  was  presented  to 
all  the  members  of  the 
Boston  School  Committee 
and  to  the  Superinten¬ 
dent.  The  Boston  Symphony 
Orchestra  showed  its  sup¬ 
port  by  presenting  a  si¬ 
milar  petition  signed  by 
all  of  its  members.  WHDH's 
Susan  Warnick  came  to  BLS 
and  taped  the  band  and 
choir  to  further  publi¬ 
cize  the  situation.  Every 
School  Committee  member 
was  personally  contacted 
and  urged  to  support  our 
position.  Kevin  McKluskey, 
a  BLS  alumnus  and  School 
Committee  member,  turned 
out  to  be  a  true  ally  of 
Boston  Public  School  stu¬ 
dents,  saying, "I *  11  do  my 
best. ” 

Sixies  at  BLS  have  been 
complaining  about  the  way 
they  are  treated.  They 
say  that  they  should  be 
made  to  feel  welcome,  not 
scorned  and  confused. 

Opponents  of  this  argu¬ 
ment  maintain  that  harsh 
treatment  prepares  the 
sixies  for  life  at  BLS 
and  for  life  in  general.

On  February  12  the 
School  Committee’s  deci¬ 
sion  was  announced.

studied,  activity  sheets 
and  attendance  records 
were  observed,  and  as 
much  knowledge  as  pos¬ 
sible  was  collected 
about  each  student. 

The  original  list  was 
then  reviewed  and  a  new 
one  compiled.  It  included 
all  those  students  who 
met  the  necessary  quali¬ 
fications  and  seemed  to 
have  a  curriculum  balan¬ 
cing  school,  work,  and 
outside  activities.  This 
new  list  was  then  distri¬ 
buted  to  the  entire  fa¬ 
culty  for  comments. 

The  final  step  entailed 
a  review  of  the  grades  of 
this  year's  second  mark¬ 
ing  term:  a  failure  dis¬ 
qualified  a  student  from 
acceptance  to  the  NHS.

By  senior  year,  one- 
third  of  the  graduating 
class  is  inducted  into 
this  prestigious  organi¬ 
zation}  each  student  is 
given  four  chances  for 
selection.

The  evaluation  of  can¬ 
didates  was  a  very  long 
and  involved  process.  A 
number  of  faculty  members 
formed  the  selection  com¬ 
mittee,  which  included 
Mr.  Contompasis,  Mr.  Page, 
Mr.  Vara,  Mr.  Grasso, 

Miss  Sullivan,  Mr.  Beni- 
nati,.Miss  Ponte,  and 
Miss  Walker.  Basically, 
they  were  looking  for 
signs  of  four  qualities 
in  the  candidates:  scho¬ 
larship,  leadership,  ser¬ 
vice,  and  character.  A 
"B”  average  was  the  only 
strict  requirement  of  the 
NHS.  However,  those  in¬ 
volved  this  year  felt 
that  the  standard  should 
be  raised  to  an  "A-"  ave¬ 
rage  . 

The  first  step  in  the 
selection  procedure  dealt 
with  class  ranks.  Anyone 
with  three  hundred  or 
■more  points  qualified. 
Then  the  real  work  began. 
A  meeting  was  held  to 
consider  each  candidate 
separately.  Along  with 
indications  of  the  four 
qualities  mentioned,  past 
.and  present  grades  were 


build  a  strong  vocabu¬ 
lary,  and  even  to  notice 
the  full  beauty  of 
church  hymns  sung  in 
Latin.  A  knowledge  of 
Latin  is  an  aid  in 
spelling  and  .in  vocabu¬ 
lary  development,  since 
so  many  English  words 
come  from  Latin,  and  for 
the  same  reason  it  is 
invaluable  in  the  study 
of  Italian,  French,  Spa¬ 
nish,  Portuguese,  even 
Rumanian. 

To  some  Latin  may 
open  up  the  science  of 
philology,  the  study  of 
human  civilization  in 
relation  to  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  language  and 
literature . 

Because  of  its  value, 
Latin  is  beginning  to 
regain  popularity  as  an 
academic  subject.  Don't 
feel  alone  -  we  at  Latin 
School  are  certainly  not 
the  only  ones  learning 
it,  for  it  has  recently 
appeared  on  the  curricula 
of  many  other  schools. 
According  to  a  poll  of 
colleges  nationwide, 
there  has  been  a  sharp 
increase  in  enrollments 
for  Latin  classes. 

It  is  most  important  to 
note  also  that  students 
who  know  Latin  have  been 
found  to  score  higher  on 
SAT's  than  those  who  do 
not.

Second,  there  are  mon¬ 
thly  lectures  at  the 
Harvard-Smithsonian  Cen¬ 
ter  for  Astrophysics. 
These  lectures  are  held 
at  night,  usually  from 
8:00  to  9*30*  on  every 
third  Thursday  of  the 
month,  and  the  topics 
range  from  atomic  clocks 
to  high-altitude  bal¬ 
loons,  relativity  to 
infra-red  astronomy,  and 
gravitational  lenses  to 
pictures  of  Saturn  taken 
by  Voyager  I.  These  lec¬ 
tures  are  given  not  by 
amateurs  but  by  profes¬ 
sionals,  astronomers  and 
astrophysicists  who  have 
devoted  their  lives  to 
studying  the  cosmos.  Af¬ 
ter  the  lectures  the 
audience  is  allowed  to 
enter  the  observatory, 
located  on  the  roof  of 
the  Center  building,  and 
look  at  the  stars  and 
planets  through  its  po¬ 
werful  telescopes.

STEALING 
AT  B.L.S.

A  new  attitude  about 
stealing  has  evolved 
within  American  society, 
and  American  youth  seems 
to  have  picked  up  this 
attitude;  as  a  result, 
theft  in  schools  has  been 
occurring  more  and  more 
often. 

Recently,  there  were 
several  incidents  at  La¬ 
tin  School  in  which  stu¬ 
dents  had  chains  ripped 
from  their  necks  or  were 
harassed  in  the  school- 
yard.  Security  guards 
even  told  a  few  students 
not  to  wear  jewelry  at 
all. 

Everyone,  including 
students,  is  being  forced 
to  live  with  fear  and 
exercise  extreme  caution 
every  day. 

The  rise  in  the  number 
of  crimes  committed  by 
America's  youth  has  been 
the  subject  of  several 
extensive  research  pro¬ 
jects  undertaken  in  the 
last  few  years.  Research¬ 
ers  such  as  psychologists 
and  law  enforcement  per¬ 
sonnel  have  found  a  num¬ 
ber  of  reasons  which  they 
feel  have  contributed  to 
the  escalation  of  the 
crime  rate  among  young 
people . 

One  significant  factor 
seems  to  be  the  lack  of 
punishment  for  crimes 
that  are  not  considered 
serious.  With  the  closing 
of  state  reform  schools, 
law  enforcement  agencies 
find  very  few  alternative 
means  of  punishment  for 
crimes  such  as  stealing. 
Kids  are  not  as  afraid  to 
steal  as  they  had  been 
previously  because  they

In 
fact,  some  of  the  highest 
crime  rates  are  found  in 
the  more  affluent  neigh¬ 
borhoods,  where  need  may 
be  ruled  out  as  a  motive. 

America's  youth  has  yet, 
to  realize  that  such  ac¬ 
tions  are  creating  an  at¬ 
mosphere  of  hostility  and 
fear,  one  which  will  re¬ 
main  for  a  long  time  and 
eventually  backfire  on 
themselves.
